CATTLE RAISERS SAY RAILROADS 
MUST BE CURBED. , 


— — 


Convention at Denver Urges Con- 
gress to Pass Measure, to Protect 
Them Against “Unjust, Unreason- 
able or Discriminating Rates, Regu- 
lations and Practices.” 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

DENVER, Feb. 1.—Railroad leis- 
lation was the first subject discussed 
at today's session of the Americap Na- 
tional Livestock Asociation’s conven- 
tion. 8. H. Cowan of Fort Worth, 
Tex., made the principal address. Mr. 
Cowan's topic was Regulation t 
Railway Rates and Charges.“ In open- 
ing, he said: “We are starting to build 
up in this country a great feudal sys- 
tem, the like of which has never been 
seen, by the power of wealth.” He 
said he was not opposed to wealth, but 
it was necessary to control its power. 

Referring to the Hepburn bill, Mr. 
Cowan said: “If the railroads can de- 
feat this measure, that will be the 
darkest day of their lives, because it 
means power which must not exit. 
This does not mean we will not give 
them -justice. That they shall have.” 
Mr. Cowan then explained the Hep- 
burn bill section by section. 

After Mr. Cowan closed President 
Mackenzie announced that the report 
of friction between the sheep men and 
the cattle men was untrue. The Na- 
tional Wool Growers’ Association 
wished to retain its organization, but 
it was heartily in accord with the cat- 
tiemen, and there was absolutely no 
friction. 

Edward T. Tilden, of the National 
Packing Company, was introduced and 
made a short talk. He predicted that 
Denver would become a large packing 
center. 

J. M. Boardman, of Helena, Mont. 
was unanimously elected second vice- 
president of the organization. 

The Executive Committee, to which 
has been assigned the work of drafting 
the resolutions, reported resolutions 
endorsing the Hepburn Rate Bill now 
under discussion in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, and urging Representa-

PITTSBURGH (Fa.) Feb. 1—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.} At a special meet- 
ing, the Carnegie Hero Fund Commis- 
sion voted medals and awards to Capt. 
Mark Casto and his crew of six men 
of the fishing smack Alberta for their 
bravery in the rescue of the passen- 
gers and crew of the steamer Chero- 
kee, which stranded on the Brigantine 
shoals off Atlantic City, January 12. 
Capt. Casto will receive a gold medal 
end $1500 for himself, while $5000 is to 
be set aside for the education of his 
9-year-old son, Mark Jacob Casto.

It is thought that neither of the 
latter two passengers is badly injured. 
The collision came about in an un 
usual way. Passenger train No. 18, an 
east-bound local, left Los Angeles at 
5:40, with orders to pass No. 19, @ 
west-bound local, at Rowland, at 6:15, 
The east-bound had right of way.

On the petition of Eme Z. Aldrich 
to determine heirship, Dorothy Eller- 
ton Aldrich, Lenora Aldrich, Sarah M- 
ive Aldrich Huston, Gordon Aldrich 
and Leon W. Aldrich have answered. 
Yesterday the court set March 12 as 
the date for final adjudication as to 
who ia entitied to inherit the estate 
that was valued at about $12,000, not 
including the lease of the second and 
third floors of what was the Hotel 
Savoy, the property now being a part 
of the Broadway 2 Store. 

In making this er a goodly num- 
ber of the original bunch of wives and 
other heirs, who put in claims — ~ 
fault.

His blows 
were effective, and he captured the 
convention by the force and clearness 
of his logic. As a result, it is ex- 


tions will today bring im a report 
advocating the passage of laws to 
compel the abandonment of the de- 
ferred dividend system, and providing 
for annual accountings to policy hold- 
ers, and annual dividends upon poli- 
cles. This plan would prevent the ac- 
cumulation of large sums as undi- 
vided surplus, and would strike a 
deathbiow to most of the abuses in 
life insurance which have become a 
scandal and a reproach to a business 
which ought to be legitimate.

Cummins, It the profits of 
the life insurance business are 80 
great. that thieving managers can make 
fortunes out of them and stil) leave 
the companies solvent, the reasons for 
dividing these profite among policy 
holders and stockholders are all the 
more cogent. The absorption of 
enormous profits by a few, to the detri- 
ment and robbery of the many, must 
stop, or the business of life insurance 
will ‘collapse by reason of its own 
rottenness.

The measure 
appears to be practicable, but for some 
reason it has failed to pass. Collier's 
Weekly for January 20 contains an 
article by Mr. Brownlow, in which he 
expresses the opinion that his plan of 
national aid, as “a plain, practical 
business proposition,” is “paramount 
to any question that now presents, or 
that can possibly be suggested, be- 
causd good roads would do more for 
the country than any other one thing 
that ¢an be named, or any dozen or 
more things combined.” Making some 
allowances for Mr. Brownlow’s rather 
expansive enthusiasm, it ts still ap- 
parent that this question is one of 
vital importance.

WO YEARS FOR 
FEDERAL BLOCK. 


EXPERT THINKS IT CAN BE BUILT 
IN THAT TIME. 


J. M. Roberts, Superintendent of. 
Construction of Federal Buildings, 
yesterday morning began a series of 
interesting experiments and tests of 
the charaeter of the soll at the site 
for the new postoffice at the junction 
of Temple, Spring and Main streets. 

This work is supplementary to the 
tests made several months ago, as at 
that time in holes A and B, soft for- 
mations were found, and the govern- 
ment desires further investigations. 

Roberts will be assisted in making 
the weight tests by Contractor Car! 
Leonardt. Three holes will be sunk 
for the weight tests. This is to deter- 
mine just how much the earth will sink 
under the pressure proposed. | 
The test will be on four square feet 
of earth, and this will be subjected 20 
a pressure of six tons to the square 
foot. Timbers 12x12 inches will be 
laid in the bottoms of the holes, and 
on these will be placed pig iron. in- 
struménts will accurately gauge the 
sinking of the soll under the pressure. 
Units of a half-ton will be placed in 
position until four tons are placed: 
then this will be allowed to stand for 
twenty-four hours, when the reading 
of the gauge will be taken and more 
pressure applied. 

Bésides these pressure tests, Roberts 
will sink five holes to show the char- 
acter of the oil. Two of these will be 
twelve feet in depth; two will be fif- 
teen feet, and one will be eighteen fee: 


sunk holes twenty-six feet in depth. 

It was at this section of the bullding 
site that the previous tests showed the 
earth—a sort of muck, entirely 
different from the gravel and shaie 
formations found in other parts of the 
site. It is the intention of the inspec- 
tor to determine just how far down 
this condition is to be found, so that 
proper specifications may be made for 
the construction of the foundation in 
the softer soil. 

Superintendent Roberts said yester- 
day that he expected to complete all 
these tests within ten days, and the re- 
sults will be immediately forwarded 
to Washington. He expresses belief 
that the Los Angeles Federal bullding 
can de completed within two years 
from the time actual construction is 


begun. 

Since making the first tests in this 
city on the present building site. Rob- 
erte has been engaged in removing the 
old customshouse at San Francisco, 
and preparing for the erection of the 
new structure. He also has spent some 
time in Washineton and the New Eng- 
land States. Hie work for the govern- 
ment has been on the Pacific Coast for 
the past ht vers.

CONVENTION IN SESSION. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

CHICAGO, Feb. L More than one 
thousand State officials and represent- 
of insurance companies were 
present at the opening session of the 
national convention called to discuss 
measures of contro] of insurance com- 
panies in the various States. Thomas 
E. Drake, insurance commissioner of 
the District of Columbia, called the 
convention to order. His remarks were 
as follows: 

“The exposure of some of the meth- 
ods of some of the life insurance com- 
panies by the committee of the Legis- 
lature of the State of New York. which 
so clearly demonstrated the urgent ne- 
cessity for better insurance laws 
throughout the country, was the prin- 
cipal reason for calling today the gov- 
ermors, attorneys-general, insurance 
commissioners and others of s0 many 
States and Territories. The meeting, 
however, is the direct result of corre- 
spondence begun last November by 
Gov. Johnson of Minnesota with the 
President of the United States. It was 
felt that in the general prevailing ex- 
cMement and deep feeling among 
policy holders, and the public in gen- 
eral, there was great danger that the 
various Legislatures about to convene 
might adopt drastic measures, which 
would not only be unreasonably bur- 
—— — — insurance 
companies, also ur 
holders. 

“After full consideration, a plan was

Julius M. Mayer, Attorney-General 
of New York, said: 

“No opportunity should be lost to 
make clear to the people that, not- 
withstanding all that has been dis- 
closed, the great companies which have 
been subjected to searching investiga- 
tion are absolutely solvent. I think 
that we all believe that insurance leg- 
isiation should be as nearly uniform as 
possible in the various States. 

“Waste has occurred in the past be- 
cause some men active in the manage- 
ment of insurance incorporations have 
committed wrongs and have used their

t. Many the men connected 
with insurance companies, however, 
have been men who would not be guilty 
of conscious wrong, but have neglect- 
ed their duties and performed them 
in only a perfunctory way.
